Back at the hotel after the show, it was decided that the 
night couldn’t possibly be over yet. Someone said that 
there was a party on the 14th 
floor so we all (our crew and 
SMOKE OR FIRE) piled into 
the elevator and headed up. We got out to find the police 
breaking up the party and we all immediately turned 
around and got back into the elevator. 

Some of us had been drinking, others (myself) had not. 
Someone pushed all the buttons, so as we were going 
down we stopped at every floor. When the doors would 
open whoever was standing there became (whether they 
liked it or not) an addition to our elevator party. We yelled 
and danced and made them join us. There were the random 
rocker guys, the drunk rocker girls, the really drunk rocker 
girl, and the pizza delivery guy with hot pizza in his bag. 
Twenty-two people total. 

When the doors should have opened at the third floor, 
where we were going, instead of the elevator stopping, 
it fell three and a half, some-odd floors, landing right 
below basement level with a thud. Nobody really knew 
what happened. Did we just fall? Did the elevator break? 
The doors weren’t opening. The people closest to the 


buttons were randomly pressing them all, but nothing still. 
Brig, who was closest to the doors, began trying to pry the 
doors open by hand. He was able to get maybe an inch of 
space between them, enough to be able to tell that we were 
trapped. 

It was decided that maybe we should use the elevator phone 
and call for help. It didn’t take long for panic to set. There 
wasn’t a lot of air, we were crammed tightly together, and 
as I said I was one of the few people who was completely 
sober. It also took about 5 seconds for the whole thing 
to become a “who can be the funniest guy trapped in an 
elevator” contest. I wasn’t having it; I wanted the fuck out. 
The pizza delivery guy was pissed, one of the random girls 
we grabbed was starting to freak out, and everyone had 
a different suggestion on what should be done to get us 
out. 

Some people thought we should try and climb out the 
top of the elevator and jump over to the next one. Others 
wanted to keep trying to pry the doors open, convinced 
that on the many already failed attempts we just weren’t 
trying hard enough. And everyone thought that they could 
do a better job convincing the front desk person on the 
emergency phone just how dire a situation we were in. Or 
at least I thought I could do a better job, specifically by 
cussing and yelling. 

The fire department arrived after about 45 minutes, the 
doors to the elevator finally opening after a good 20 
minutes.

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Ok, first off I wanna make it very clear that 
my first band was way back in the eighties 
and as we all know, that was a confusing 
time. We got together specifically to play 
my ninth grade talent show, so it must have 
been around 1985/86. Now I’d love to tell 
you that we were a hardcore punk rock band 
but the truth is I was way more into glam rock back then. I tried really 
hard to look like Hanoi Rocks but usually came off looking a bit more 
like Chaka from “Land of the Lost.” Anyway, no excuses... 


One day my buddy Grant came up to me in the main hall and asked 
if I wanted to put a band together for the talent show. He pretty much 
already had it all worked out. Grant and I would play guitar, his brother 
B.J. would play bass (he owned a pink BC Rich Warlock), our friend Jeff 
would play drums and he knew an older guy that could sing. I think we 
must have practiced at least a few times at Grant’s house. We learned two 
Kiss songs - “Rock and Roll All Night” and “Strutter.” None of us could 
play nor had we ever played with other people so rehearsals were kind 
of a train wreck. When the big night came our singer, Todd, showed up 
with an exercise trampoline to add to the stage show. I guess he thought 
that was a cool idea. My mom helped me put my eyeliner on, then I 
spiked my hair as big as it could go and we were ready to roll. Keep in 
mind I was only about four feet tall back then and my hair added a few 
needed inches to my height. I’d never been so nervous in all my life. The 
show itself was a blur and in no time at all we were all lost and flailing. 
I remember looking over and watching B.J. bounce up and down on the 
trampoline while we searched desperately for the end of the song. In the 
post-show hysteria, I left both of my 
brothers’ guitars in the high school 
auditorium storage closet and they 
were ripped off over the weekend 
along with the pink Warlock never 
to be seen again. Oddly enough, our 
high school decided not to let any 
bands play at the talent show the next 
year. Go figure...

WHAT MADE YOU START A VIDEO STORE?

We just got a bunch of credit cards and financed it like 
filmmakers finance their films. We maxed out all our credit cards 
and juggled the balances.

So it was all at 
once. When we opened up we had not even 2,000 videos. I don’t 
even know how many tens of thousands of videos we have now.

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Seniors Go ‘Punk’ 

‘We’re not going quietly into the night’, say SPUNKS.

Senior citizens are throwing off their granny glasses, shawls and 
plaid Bermuda shorts, and exchanging them for tattoos, nose rings 
and spiked hairdos. In other words, they’re going punk! 

The oldsters known as SPUNKS (Senior Punks) are 
taking over parts of Florida. 

“This is not your father’s grandpa,” says Sidney 
Hollowitz, a founding member of POD (Punching Out Death), an 
organization of SPUNKS. 

“Seniors today are raging against the machine. It might 
be a dialysis machine, or a cardiogram machine, or an osteoporosis 
machine, sure. But regardless, we’re raging against it.” 

Hollowitz says there are several factors involved with 
seniors going punk: 

NATURAL CAUSES: “The punk movement is about 
30 years old,” Hollowitz says. “If you were a 30-year old punk back 
then, today you’re just naturally morphed into a senior punker”. 

HEARING LOSS: “Many seniors can’t hear ‘regular’ 
music, like Sinatra anymore, even with the volume cranked up. Only 
punk’s loud, thrashing, clanging noise gets through to them.” 

AGING APPEARANCE: Instead of getting depressed 
about getting more bald and wrinkled, seniors are deciding to 
radically alter their appearance in order to feel better about 
themselves. “If everyone is staring at your nose ring, they’re not 
looking at your cellulite,” says Hollowitz. 

TOURING ACTS: “Some of the older punk acts are 
now playing the retirement home circuit in Florida.” Hollowitz
